1. The preliminary negotiations loading up to the formation of the eastern Goir»n 
government on 7 October 1949 were no fallows: Anbansador V 0 S„ Semenov and 
K„I. Koval, the political and economic advisers, respectively, to General Chuikov, 
returned from IJoscou about 23 September. On tho evening of 25 September a 
meeting of the S2D Politbhro x-ias hold at Wilhelm Pioclt »o house, after which 
Seraencrv visited Pieck. On the aftern.on of 30 September, Pieck and Walter 
Ulbricht made arrangements to clear tn building of the former Prussian Landtag 
of DWK offices, the move to be corsple^d ty 30 October. During the evening of 
30 September, Ambassador Semenov hole a conference with leaders of the bourgeois 
parties. On the following morning all available vehicles of the DWK were 
dispatched to factories at various pi i' cer. in the Russian Zone to requisition 
office furniture and carpets.

3, It is now reported that Pieck will bo tho president of the new government, and 
that in that capacity he will hold his first fosaal recaption on 12 October in 
Schloss IJiederschbnhausen. The announcement that elections iri.ll be held in the 
middle of October 1950 is to be made officially on 11 October 1949. Source says 
it is generally agreed that no peace treaty with the U.3.S.R. will be concluded 
in the near future.
